Gov. Dwight H. Green of [Illinois

last March 25 in a report filed to- 
day by the four Democratic mem- 
bers of the special committee of 
the Legislature which investigated 
the disaster. 

With one exception, recom- 
mendations for corrective legisla- 
tion made by the Democrats were 
the same as those made by the 
Republican members of the com- 
mittee. The Democrats did not 
sign the report submitted by the 
majority members last week. 

Included in the minority report 
were demands for the immediate 
removal of Robert Weir as as- 
sistant director of the Department 
of Mines and Minerals, and crim- 
mal prosecution of the officers of 
the coal company, at whose mine 
111 men were killed. 

State Mine Inspector Driscoll 
Scanlan was praised for disclos- 
. ing “the political manipulation ot 
the Department of Mines and Min- 
erals,” but was censured for not 
insisting that the mine be closed.

Gov. Green, the report pointed 
out, took no further action after 
turning over to Robert M. Medill,

WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
The Senate tentatively decided to- 
day to make the proposed. income 
tax cut effective next July 1,

The action—subject to a later 
vote—came by unanimous consent 
during consideration and approval 
of amendments to the four-billion- 
dollar tax reduction bill as rec- 
ommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee. 
The bill, trimming present rates 
by 10.5 to 30 per cent, remained 
open for a wide variety of amend- 
ments, many of them dealing with 
proposals to permit husbands and 
wives in all the states to split 
their income for tax purposes. 
This advantage now is. granted 
only to resident of 10 states with 
community property laws.

Objection to Age Exemption, 
Only one of the committee 
amendments aroused any objec- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
Representative Hartley (Rep.), 
New Jersey, said today that House 
members of the canference com- 
mittee on labor legislation have 
agreed informally to abandon a 
prohibition against industry-wide 
collective bargaining. 

Hartley also told reporters that 
the compromise version of the 
separate bills passed by the House 
and Senate will contain no pro- 
vision authorizing private employ- 
ers to obtain injunctions against 
some strikes and boycotts. 

He also said the House will yield 
to the Senate and scrap its section 
which outlaws mass picketing and 
violence in any picketing. 


Hartley, chief of the House con- 


ferees, outlined these positions on 
major issues after a separate 
meeting of his group. 

| “We didn’t take any formal 
vote,” Hartley said, “but I'm tell- 
ing you that’s the way it’s going 
to be.” 

The House delegation had 
planned to meet with the Senate 
conferees this morning, but de- 
cided on a separate session in or- 
der to map strategy. The two 
groups got together this afternoon. 

Hartley said the “toughest” is- 
sue remaining is a difference in 
the two bills on the definition of 
agricultural workers. The House 
measure would exclude about 250, 
000 food processors, Hartley esti- 
mated, from coverage by the Wag- 
ner collective bargaining act.

The housing shortage continues

10 YEARS FOR BOY WHO SHOT

Pleads Guilty at Aurora, IL;

AURORA, III., May 27 (AP)— 
Ray Glenn Stumbaugh, 16 years 
old, who was quoted by authori- 
ties as saying he shot a man be- 
cause he “wanted to see some- 
body die,” was sentenced to 10 
to 14 years in prison yesterday 
after pleading guilty of assault 
with Intent to kill and murder, 
The youth shot and seriously 
wounded Eugene Garnett, 49, of 
Chicago, last March 29 in Gar- 
nett’s cotfage. Garnett still is in 
a hospital and is partly paralyzed. 
The penalty was considered the 
maximum under the indetermin- 
ate bracket of 1 to 14 years to 
which the youth might have been 


committed,

HAS BAD NIGHT 
FOLLOWING RALLY 


Still Holding Her Own 
Despite Setback — 
President Talks With 


Snyder on Finances.

GRANDVIEW, Mo. May 27 
(AP)—President Truman said to- 
day that his mother was “holding 
her own” after a slight setback 
last night. 

While Mrs. Martha KE. Truman 
had “a bad night,” Truman said, 
she came out of the setback in 
fairly good condition and at 10:45 
a.m. was sleeping comfortably. 

Truman was quoted by Press 
Secretary Charles G. Ross as be- 
lieving the situation is about the 
same as yesterday when the elder- 
ly patient rallied surprisingly after 
a succession of days in which he 
saw no improvement and his 
mother grew weaker. 

The setback apparently was in 
the nature of a chill. The Pres- 
ident said he still: did not know 
what the rally which started yes- 
terday meant in terms of her over- 
all condition. 

Ross summed it up by saying 
there was “no material change” 
from yesterday's satisfactory day. 

The President said he had dis- 
cussed “the financial situation of 
the government” in a breakfast 
conference with Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder, Snyder flew here 
last night from Arkansas where 
he made two speeches. 

Truman has abandoned all 
thoughts of returning to Wash- 
ington unless there is a definite 
and sustained improvement in his 
mother’s condition. His physician 
feels that the President's presence 
here is the principal source of her 
will to live. 

A package of serum, shipped 
from New York, arrived at the 
Kansas City municipal airport 
early Sunday and was delivered 
to Mrs, Truman’s home. 

Truman has been working on 
White House papers before break- 
fast, in the living room of his 
mother’s home during the day, 
and in his hotel again at night.

LANDSBERG, Germany, May 27 
(AP) — Twenty-two operators of 
the infamo@s Nazi concentration 


camp at Mauthausen were hanged 
today, with 27 others scheduled to 
follow them to the gallows tomor- 
row in the biggest mass execu- 
tions of war criminals yet carried 
out by any Allied power. 

All were convicted by an Amer- 
ican war crimes court of murders 
and atrocities against inmates at 
the big camp near Linz, at which 
more than 700,000 persons alleg- 
edly were exterminated du 
the war. 

On two gallows in the yard of 
Landsberg prison, where Adolf 
Hitler was once incarcerated, 
three United States Army execu- 
tioners dropped the first 22 of the 
49 doomed camp operators to 
their deaths in two hours and 37 
minutes. 

One Grabs Rope. 

A muscular Austrian snapped 
the cords binding his wrists as he 
plunged through the trap and 
grabbed the rope above his head, 
Kicking and struggling violently, 
he managed to forestall death for 
18 minutes. 

All of the doomed walked firmly 
to their deaths and spoke a few 
calm words of farewell. The Army 
executioners, whose names were 
withheld, worked swiftly, dropping 
the noose over the head of one 
man as his predecessor Still 
dangled from the other gallows. 

Just before the hangings began, 
two’ Polish displaced persons con- 
victed of. murder and rape were 
executed by a United States firing 
squad in the far corner ot the 
prison yard. 

Between the black -curtained 
scaffolds and the double-staked 
rifle range, the prison yard was 
green with vegetable gardens 
tended by the 565 prison inmates, 
of whom 140 are awaiting execu- 
tion for war crimes. 

Of 61 Mauthausen guards, doc- 
tors and administrators convicted 
at Dachau a year ago, 58 original- 
ly were sentenced to die and three 
were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, but nine death sentences 
later “were commuted to life im- 
prisonment. 

Several Nationalities, 

The convicts included Austrians, 
Czechs, Hungarians and Yugo- 
slaves as well as Germans. Most 
were members of the 8.8. Elite 
Guard. Their ages ranged from

Among the thousands of victims 
at the infamous camp was Joseph 
Morton, Associated Press corre- 
spondent captured by the Germans 
while trying ot reach anti-Nazi 
forces in Slovakia to obtain a 
news story.

belief that world economic recov- 
ery could come “in two or three 
years” if Russia and France will 
| ©o-operate. 
The former President talked to 
_Yeporters after he appeared be- 
Tore a sub-committee of the House 
Appropriations Committee to 
back up the Administration's re- 
' quest for a $725,000,000 Civilian 
relief fund for occupied countries. 
Hoover had suggested a sepa- 
rate peace with Japan in a letter 


to Chairman Taber (Rep.), New 
York, of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. In the same letter, made 
public last night, Hoover advocat- 
ed the establishment of a tem- 
porary centralized government in 
the American and British zones 
of Germany, 

“We might even contemplate a 
separate peace with this (Ger- 
man) government if the next con- 
ference of (Big Four) foreign 
ministers does not succeed in 
more constructive policies.” 

Hoover Making Study... 

He told reporters that: 

1. He is now engaged in a 
private study of how great a 
load this country can bear in 
world relief and recovery work, 
with the probability his finding 
will be ready “in a couple of 
weeks.” 

2. He would not regard a 
separate peace with Germany 
and Japan as a violation of an 
international agreement. “If the 

consistently fails 

! try violates the 
terms, I don’t think you are 
under any moral obligation. 

I don’t see why we are obligated 

to go on forever under these 

strains.” a 

3. More rigorous action” is 
meeded in foreign countries to 
collect food which is now going 
into the black markets. 

Problem of Collectivism. 

Hoover said efforts for recov- 
ery are hampered by a factor 
which was not present after the 
end of the first World War. He 
said this factor is that “practical- 
ly every country has gone over to 
dome type of collectivism.” 

Hoover remarked that he did 
not intend to discuss the merits 
of “these proposed Utopias.” .But 
he conténded that they had re- 
tarded recovery through shorter 
hours for workers and loss of ini- 
tiative for the “managerial class.” 

He said that the areas of the 
world which have not adopted 
“collectivism”—the Western Hem- 
: isphere, South Africa and Austra- 
lia, with 6 per cent of the world’s 
population—are carrying 90 per 
cent of the relief load in western 
Europe. 

He called this a “testimony to 
the value of the free enterprise 
system as an agent of produc 
tivity.” 

‘Should Walt No Longer.’ 
Outlining suggested methods of 

restoring the German and Japa- 
nese economies to lighten the load 
on American taxpayers, Hoover 
wrote to Taber: 

“Such policies as I have out- 
lined are of vast importance to 
the nations outside of Germany 
and Japan. The whole world is 
suffering from delay in restora- 
tion of productivity. The whole 
world is an interlocked economy, 
and paralysis in two great centers 
of production is a world disaster. 

“There has been announced an 
‘American policy of defending the 
frontiers of Western civilization. 
The most vital of these frontiers 
are Germany and Japan. If they 
are lost, all Europe and the Far 
East are lost. ‘ 

“The reasons for continuous ob- 
struction by Russia to every ef- 
fort whieh would restore produc- 
tion have at least some expression 
in the Russian press as a method 
by which the United States can 
be bled white by relief measures. 
We should wait no longer. Russia 
will not make war about it.” 

Hoover’s Recommendations. 
To lighten the burden on the 

United States which he said 
amounted to more than 90 per 
cent of the outlays for relief and 
reconstruction in war-torn-coun- 
tries, Hoover made these specific 
recommendations in his letter: 

1. Abandon the policy of re- 
moving industrial plants which 
make peace-time goods from de- 
feated countries. He said the 
worth of such plants as repara- 
tions was an illusion” and sug- 
gested that the Axis nations be 
quired to pay a sum equal to the

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EUROPE’S FOOD SHORTAGE 
EXTREMELY SERIOUS, SAYS LIE 


Secretary-General Asks U.N. for Immediate 
Relief Measures to Avert 
Starvation. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., May 27 
(AP) — Secretary-General Trygve 
Lie warned the 55 United Nations 
members yestérday that “an ex- 
tremely serious” food shortage ex- 
isted in parts of war-devastated 
Europe. He appealed. for imme- 
diate relief to avert starvation. 
Lie delivered the unusual report 
to representatives of 16 nations 
here today and then immediately 
dispatched copies to all other gov- 
ernments. Basing his summary 
on partial reports compiled by 
the Food and Agricultural Organ- 
ization, Lie said the situation was 
the most pressing in Yugoslavia 
and Poland, with conditions 
nearly as bad in Italy and Hun- 
gary. 

No information was available 
from the FAO. on new develop- 
ments in Greece and Austria, the 
other two countries in the six be- 
ing given top consideration in the 
study of post-UNRRA relief, 

Lie said Poland faced a’ 50 per 
cent slash in its grain and fats 
rations between now and August 
unless help was received. In 
Yugoslavia, he pictured the food 
situation as “very critical” and 
said “if near starvation is to be 
averted huge quantities of grain 
must be imported.” 

In Ital, Lie continued, the pres- 
ent distribution of fats “cannot be 
assured after July” and for Hun- 
gary he predicted a sharp cut in 
bread and meat rations. 

“The attention of the member 
nations is directed to the imme- 
diately critical situation,” Lie said. 
“It is still not too late to take ef- 
fective action to prevent the im- 


minent threat of hunger and pri- 
vation in these countries.” 


LONDON, May 27 (UP) — At 
least five of 18 European coun- 
tries are going hungry through 
the spring and summer while 
awaiting fall harvests, but the oth- 
er 13 are adequately even if mon- 
otonously fed, reports from Euro- 
pean capitals indicated today. 

Nowhere are people eating all 
they want and there are general 
shortages of. bread, grain, meat 
and fats in even the best-fed coun- 
tries. Diets are monotonous almost 
everywhere, but severe hunger is 
limited and there is no actual 
starvation. a 

All governments, however, are 

enforeing emergency food regula- 
tions to nurse their limited sup- 
plies through the critical three 
months ahead until the summer 
and fall harvests begin. 
- Many countries will eat much 
better by autumn if “rops are 
good, but food experts said a wide- 
spread crop failure would be dis- 
astrous for next winter. 

Experts were encouraged by re- 
cent rains in Central Europe, eas- 
ing a spring drouth. Europe’s se- 
vere winter slowed planting, how- 
ever, and authorities weré wary 
of making general crop forecasts. 

A survey by United Press bur- 
eaus in Europe disclosed that Ger- 


ages, with Poland, Italy and Aus- 
tria also going hungry in large 
part. France also is hungry in 
some areas, with food riots here 
and there, but the situation is not 
so serious. 

Eating adequately, even with 
shortages, are Russia, Yugoslavia,

“To wash our hands of the 
whole business and then let the 
countries drag the 
whole world to final chaos; or, for 
humanitarian reasons, merely to 
carry these people on a food sub- 
sistence level, hoping for improve- 
ment in the attitudes of other na- 
tions; or to act at once to free 
ourselves from their hindrances as 
far as possible.“

Charging Russian delay in car- 
rying out the Potsdam agreement 
on Germany, he said: “We are 
surely no longer bound by that 
agreement as to reparations and 
industrial policies.”

PERMANENT U. 
HOUSING AGENCY 
URGED BY TRUMAN 


In Message He Proposes 
3 Subordinate Bureaus, 
Including One for 
Home Loans. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)g- 
President Truman: proposed to 
Congress today the creation of a 
completely new housing and home 
finance agency to handle virtual- 
ly all Government activities in 
that field. 

In a special message, Truman 
said such an agency “will unques- 
tionably make for greater efficien- 
cy and economy.” 

His plan would scrap the exist- 
ing National Housing - Agency 
which co-ordinates present hous- 
ing functions. It was created un- 
der the President’s wartime pow- 
ers and will go ort of existence 
six months after the declared end 
of the war, 

Truman said the proposed new 
agency should be a permament 
part of government. 

Submits Detailed Plan. 

White House aids forwarded 
Truman’s message to Congress in 
his absence in Missouri. It trans- 
mitted to Capitol Hill “reorganiza- 
tion plan No. 3.” 

Under a law passed by the last 
Congress, Truman has authority 
to propose such consolidations or 
reorganizations of the Govern- 
ment’s bureaus and agencies. Such 
plans become law automatically 
unless Congress adopts a resolu- 
tion disaproving them within 60 
days after they are submitted, 

Congress last year rejected a 
different Truman proposal which 
would have established the pres- 
ent, temporary national housing 
agency as a permanent unit for 
the supervision of housing func- 
tions. 

When NHA dissolves, Truman's 
new message told the legislators, 
“the housing programs of the 
Government will be scattered 
among some 13 agencies in seven 
departments and independent es- 
tablishments.” 

Three Subordinate Agencies. 

His plans call for three agencies 
operating in and under the hous- 
ing and home finance agency, as 
follows: 

1. A home loan bank board of 
three members, to administer 
the Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corporation, the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
and the functions of the Federal 

Home Loan Bank Board. 

2. A Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, with the same functions 
now held by that agency. One of 
FHA’s major functions is insur- 
ance of mortgages on new homes. 

3. a Public Housing Adminis- 
trator, to take over. functions of 
the Federal Public Housing Au- 
thority and some remaining 
emergency housing activities. 

Top officials of the new housing 
set-up would be an administrator 
to head the housing and home fi- 
nance agency, the three members 
of the Home Loan Bank Board, 
and one commissioner each for 
the FHA and the Public Housing 
Administration. All would be ap- 
pointed by the President but his 
selections would have to have Sen- 
ate approval, 


NEW PRESIDENT? 
DUSTED IN COUP 
IN NICARAGUA 


Arguello in Office Only 
26 Days— Predecessor 
Somoza Behind Over- 
throw by Army. 


MANAGUA! Nicaragua, May 27 
(AP)—A special session of Con- 
gréss last night declared Presi- 
dent Leonardo Arguello “unfit” 
and Benjamin Lacayo Sacasa, 
first. presidential alternate, took 
over the presidency. Arguello took 
asylum in the Mexican Embassy 
and it appeared likely he would 
leave for Mexico. 

(This was the first news con- 
cerning the coup received direct 
by the Associafed Press from the 
Nicaraguan capital since yes- 
terday, when a one-line dispatch 
announced: “The Army took over 
the Government today.“) 


Earlier today, the American Em- 
bassy in Managua reported by 
telephone to the State Depart- 
ment that the Nicaraguan Con- 
gress had declared Arguello to be 
“incapacitated” because of his fail- 
ure to preserve public order. He 
had been in office only 26 days. 

Charge d'Affaires Maurice M. 
Bernbaum reported that Arguello 
took refuge in the Mexican Em- 
bassy along with his wife and 11 
loyal National Guard officers. 
Some 20 other loyal guard offi- 
cers were scattered among other 
foreign embassies and legations, 
Bernbaum said. 

The telephone report to the 
State Department was permitted 
by the former President; Gen. 
Anastasio Somoza, who as com- 
mander of the National Guard 
seized power. The embassy re- 
port mentioned no bloodshed, 
rioting or danger to United States 
citizens. 

A State Department spokesman 
made plain that the United States 
is maintaining. a careful hands 
off policy for the time being. 

Arguello was chosen President 
in February in Nicaragua’s first 
election in 10 years and was in- 
stalled May 1. He succeeded 
Somoza, who supported Arguello's 
candidacy, after ruling as chief 
of state for 10 years, 

Reports in Panama said Ar- 

guello was overthrown after he 
informed Somoza_ in a midnight 
conference that he had only 24 
hours to leave the country. 
„ Washington sources said they 
had received reports saying So- 
moza became displeased with Ar-

Carlson, a minister's son, quit 
high school at 16 to join the 
Army as a private, fought in two 
World Wars and won 21 decora- 


to captain of field 
artillery in the Army during 
World War I, then started over 
again in 1922 as a private in the 
Marines. N 

Even between wars he found 
plenty of activity, In 1930 he went 
to Nicaragua as an officer in the 
Guardia Nacional when the Ma- 
rines were assisting in its forma- 
tion. A first Heutenant at the 
time, he led 12 Marines against 
100 bandits who were looting a 
town. Two of the bandits were 
killed, several others wounded and 
the loot recovered. 

Carlson went to China In 1937 as 
an official student of the Chinese 
language and a military observer. 
Attaching himself to guerrilla 
forces, he traveled thousands of 
miles through the interior and 
lived under the primitive eondi- 
tions of native troops. 

Learned Japanese Tactics. 

His experiences in penetrations 
behind Japanese lines gave him 
an opportunity to learn the tactics 
of the Japanese soldier. 

Impressed with the danger of 
Japanese aggression Carlson re- 
signed his commission as a Marine 
captain in 1939 in order to be free 
to write and lecture. 


In 1941 Carlson applied to be re- 
commissioned in the Marine Corps 
and became a major. The next 
year he was placed in command 
of the Second Raider Battalion 
with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel. 

Carlson’s Raiders first won 
recognition in the summer of 1942 
when they made a raid on the 
Japanese on Mankin island, wiping 
out an enemy garrison. 

In the spring of 1943 Carlson 
was forced to return to the United 
States for medical treatment, but 
went back to the Pacific as an

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observer on Tarawa, landing with 
the Marines on the bloody beaches 
there. 

A few battalions of Marines an- 
nihilated nearly 4000 Japanese 
and captured Tarawa, main air 
base in the Gilberts, in 76 hours. 

A Tarawa marine told this story 
about Carlson that illustrated his 
coolness. 

“Col. Carlson was in a foxhole 
alongside me that first night. I 
liked to have rattled to pieces 
shivering so with fear, figuring 
we'd never see the night out, what 
with Japs all around us. In the 
middle of my shivering, there was 
Col. Carlson peeling off his trous- 
ers, smoothing out the wrinkles 
and folding them up for a pillow. 
After saying, ‘goodnight, boys,’ he 
dropped off to sleep.” 

Wounded on Saipan. 

Carlson was wounded in the 
Saipan operation in the summer 
of 1944 while he was aiding an 
enlisted man who had been hit by 
machine gun fire. 

The officer sought to carry the 
wounded marine to a safer place, 
but was shot in the right shoulder 
and left arm in the attempt. 
When stretcher bearers prepared 
to remove him first, he instructed 
them to teke the enlisted man 
instead. 

In midsummer of 1946 Carlson 
was promoted from colonel 
brigadier general and retired from 
active service because of physical 
disability resulting from wounds 
he received at Saipan. 

Carlson was married in 1944 to 
Mrs. Peggy Tatum Whyte. By one 
of two previoug marriages he has 
a son, Evans Charles, who also 


served as a marine officer during 
World War II. 


RECESSION MIGHT 
NOT CUT PRICES AT 
FIRST, BOARD SAYS 


Federal Reserve Report 
Predicts Profits, Not 
Wages, Would Feel 


Initial Blow. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
A business recession, even if one 
comes, won't necessarily mean 
‘lower prices at the outset, the 
Federal Reserve Board said today. 

The board also expressed belief 
that business profits, rather than 
wage earners, would be the first 
to feel the effect of a recession. 

The board's statement came on 
the heels of a Commerce Depart- 
ment report that the long up- 
surge in busMess activity halted 
in April. 

The Reserve Board indicated 
cautiously that if high or rising 
prices keep business receipts up, 
the relatively large portion going 
for profit—as against the portion 
going for wages—might have re- 
percussions in the present high 
level of employment. 


Noting that business has com- 


paratively large liquid asset 
cash and Government securities 
the board’s May bulletin said: 

“In the case of a recession 
the increased business liquidity 
may have the effect of reducing 
the need for forced liquidation 
and of delaying bustfnesses in 
making the price cuts, cost re 
ductions and other readjustments 
that generally accompany reces- 
sions.” 

Prices and Profits,

“This matter will come up in 
due time before the juvenile 
court,” Reller said, “and will be 
disposed of then. Meanwhile, I 
intend to sign any official busi- 
ness that may arise.”

“I have retained Jerome F. Dug- 
gan as my counsel,” Reller told 
the Post- Dispatch, “and I will con- 
tinue to perform the functions 
and duties of this office a 
some judicial determination 
made of the matter.”

Shortly after arriving for work 
this morning, Reller said he re- 
ported to Circuit Judge Michael 
J. Scott and informed him of his 
intentions to continue as chief pro- 
bation officer.

Duggan said he had not yet 
determined what action he would 
take in Reller’s behalf, but added 
that “something will be done 
within a week.” 

The circuit court judges, meet- 
ing in general term, announced 
Reller had been dismissed for vi- 
olating a rule prohibiting court 
employes from collecting fees. He 
was requested to resign and when 
he refused to do so, the judges 
fired him for “conduct unbecom- 
ing an. officer and employe of 
this court.” They then appointed 
Feist to succeed him. — 
Jurisdiction Challenged. 
During the general term meet- 
ing Judge William H. Killoren 
made a motion to remove Judge 
Scott from the juvenile court as- 
signment on the theory that 
Judge Scott had appointed Reller 
guardian ad litem in adoption 
cases. The motion lost by a vote 
of 16 to 1. Judge Killoren said 
Judge Scott had awarded Reller 
fees in such Cases in violation of 

court rules. 

Judge Scott said he believed the 
rule was illegal. He added that he 
is authorized by law to appoint 
guardians and grant reasonable 
fees in such cases. He declared he 
took the position that Reller had 
facilities for making investiga- 
tions of persons seeking to adopt 
children and that if private roe 
viduals were appointed guard 
in many cases the fees would hive 
to be increased from the prevail- 
ing $3 to considerably more.

Statement by Reller. 

In a statement issued after he 
was fired, Reller declared: : 

“I was appointed chief probation 
officer of the juvenile court after 
receiving a passing grade in a 
competitive examination. 

“I have honestly and conscien- 
tiously fulfilled the duties of that 
office since July 1, 1937, slightly 
less 10 years. No circuit 
judge or group théreof has or can 
charge that I violated any law or 
rule of court during any part of 
those 10 years. 

“Every order promulgated by 
any circuit judge to me in any 
capacity has always been faith- 
fully executed. I have always re- 
spected the courts and ‘judges 
thereof... 

“I believe that the circuit judges, 
by their action, are exceeding their 
jurisdiction. However, my con- 
duct, unlike the bare majority of 
the circuit judges, will be to test 
the matter out in the proper 
forum at once. 5 

“I have, therefore, instructed 
my counsel to initiate the neces- 
sary legal action to determine my 
present and future status. Pend- 
ing that determination, I propose 
to carry out the duties of my 
office as heretofore, honestly and 
conscientiously, according to law 
and the rules of the court.” 

At their meeting the judges re- 
ceived a request from Circuit At- 
torney James W. Griffin for a new 
criminal division of the circuit 
court. They took the position that 
an act of the State Legislature 
would be necessary to create a 
fourth criminal division, but 
agreed they could “lend” a judge 
from the civil division to act as a 
eriminal judge until the .

KILLER WhO ESCAPED 
IN 1943 1S CAPTURED 


Betrayed by Former Prison 
Pal—Lays Downfall to 3 
Double Bourbons.

CHICAGO, May 27-—-Lyman Wil- 
bur, who escaped in 1943 from the 
Missouri penitentiary where he 
was serving a life term for the 
murder of his wife in St. Louis, 
was held here today for Missouri 
authorities. 

Arrested in a hotel room yes- 
terday when detrayed by a for- 
mer prison pal, Wilbur, a cook 
for a construction crew, attributed 
his downfall to three widely 
spaced drinks of double bourbon. 

The most disastrous drink he 
took, he told police, was on Sept. 
25, 1929, shortly after release from 
the penitentiary after serving a 
sentence for larceny, when the 
drink so affected him that he shot 


and killed his divorced wife, Mrs. 
Beatrice Wfibur, in her rooming 
house at 1820A Chouteau avenue. 
He was sentenced to life impris- 
onment the following February. 

It was another double bourbon 
that led to his apprehension as an 
escaped convict, Wilbur said, re- 
lating that he met his old friend 
on a downtown street here, and 
after a drink to celebrate the oc- 
casion confided that he was stop- 
ping at a hotel under the alias of 
James Henderson. 

His first drink which led to 
ns trouble, he recalled, inspired him 
to pick a -pocket in St. Louis, 
which led to his first prison sen- 
tence there. He had served a 15- 
month sentence in Arizona for 
stealing four apples from a resi- 
dence while “beating his way” 
back to St. Louis from Los An- 
geles. 

Telling of his escape from the 
Missouri penitentiary Wilbur said 
that he was a cook for the prison 

superintendent and slipped away 
on the Fourth of July when the 
superintendent was absent. 

Wilbur, a former pastry c at 
National City, III., said he went to 
St. Louis, adopted the alias of 
“Henderson” and obtained a job 
with a Chicago construction com- 
pany through its office there. He 
has since cooked for various road 
gangs employed by the company, 
coming to Chicago to draw his 

pay.

Roy E. Brashear, city clerk and 
former policeman, is being sought 
on a warrant charging him, with 
embezzlement of $1400 in city 
water and sewer funds. When he 
left Friday night, after being 
questioned by city officials about 
the alleged shortages in his ac- 
counts, Brashear took with him 
an additional $600 from the cash 
account of his office, State’s At- 
torney Alan 8. Windels said at 
Hillsboro. 

Brashear, whose salary was $155 
a month, aroused suspicion in the 
last two or three months by 
drinking a good deal and spend- 
ing more than his income, Win- 
dels related. Auditors were called 
in and reported a shortage. 

They found that Brashear had 
been destroying records of tax 
payments made by check and 
then had pocketed the payments, 
State’s Attorney Windels said. 

He explained that water bills 


[were sent out monthly on post- 


cards. When the taxpayer paid 
his bill, the card was torn in half, 
one-half going to the customer 
and the other kept in the office 
as a receipt, 

“Brashear had noticed that au- 
ditors in making a spot check of 
receipts at his office, checked the 
receipted cards against an adding 
machine tally, and realized he 
could destroy receipts covering 
payments by check and the re- 
ceipted cards would tally with his 
cash receipts, Windels said. 

Brashear, 45 years old, was a 
policeman about three years be- 
fore he was appointed city clerk 
in 19 1 to fill an unexpired term. 
In 1945 he was elected to a four- 
year term. 

Auditors began their examina- 
tion of his accounts last Wednes- 
day and discovered the reported 
shortages Friday. When he was 
questioned by cfty officials* Fri- 
day night, Brashear neither ad- 
mitted nor denied his accounts 
were short, Windels said. The 
state’s attorney emphasized that 
the audit was still in progress 
and was expected to show fur- 
ther shortages. 

itrashear was under $3000 bond. 
Before leaving, Brashear wrote a 
note to his 18-year-old son, telling 
him that he was going away.

Rosser B. Melton, who resigned 

after two years as an associate 
economics professor, charged that 
the colleges of Business Adminis- 
tration and Agriculture were be- 
ing “purged” by the administra- 
tion.

“IT know that reports of reac- 
tionary efforts to prevent . the 
scientific examination of progres- 
sive scientific thinking are com- 
mon in the United States,” Leflar 
said. He added that the univer- 
sity’s administrative committee 
had been unable to find any evi- 
dence of “such repression” at the 
university. 

Dean Paul W. Milan of the 
College of Business Administra- 
tion said that the whole question 
“involves whether Communism is 
being taught in the university.” 

Melton disclaimed any Commu- 
nistic tendencies, saying that 
there is “too much politics in the 
school—the wrong kind of poli- 
tics.

able to pursue this investigation 
in accordance with the resolu- 
tion,” the report continued, “we 
would have had more full and 
complete information relative to 
the padded payrolls, relative to 
the records of the Centralia Coal 
Oo., relative to the political con- 
tributions, and relative to the di- 
rector and assistant director of 
the Department of Mines and 
Minerals, all of which contributed 
to the cause of this disaster.” 

The Post-Dispatch disclosed last 
Friday that the number of per- 
sons on the payroll of the Mines 
Department jumped more than 50 
per cent two months before the 
Chicago mayoralty election last 
April 1. The Democrats have 
charged that the extra names were 
those of political workers who 
“didn’t know a coal mine from a 
cow.” 

“We, the minority members, 
feel that the records and the com- 
mon knowledge disclosed by the 
many newspaper reports clearly 
indicate a conspiracy between the 
Centralia Coal Co., the adminis- 
tration, the Department of Mines 
and Minerals and many of the in- 
spectors to permit the mine at 
Centralia to operate under such 
hazardous conditions that even a 
common layman could see that a 
catastrophe could happen,” the re- 
port said, 


The Democrats charged that the 
Washington county grand jury 
committed an injustice in not in- 
dicting the officials of the coal 
company, who “apparently put fi- 
nancial gain above the safety «of 
the lives of the miners who died 
in this disaster.” 


William P. Young, executive 
vice president; Walter Johnson, 
general superintendent; H. 
Niermann, superintendent, and 
William H. Brown, mine manager, 
all should have been indicted, the 
report said. 

The minority members urged 
the State Attorney General to as- 
sist Washington County State's 
Attorney Wilbert J. Hohlt in “the 
investigation and prosecution of 
those guilty.” 

Regarding Scanlan, the report 
said, “this committee feels that 
Scanlan used a great many of his 
efforts to correct this terrible 
condition at the Centralia mine 
and to bring relief fomthe miners. 
We further desire to commend 
him for his superhuman efforts in 
the actual mine rescue work and 
for bringing to light all the 
facts in connection with this dis- 
aster and the manipulation of the 
Mines Department for political 
ends. 

“We feel, however, that had he 
performed his. duties as they 
should have been performed, he 
would have shut down the mine 
and suffered the consequences of 
losing his job.” 

The Democrats charged that 
the majority members had ignored 
the express instructions of the 
Legislature and Gov. Green, di- 
recting the committee to deter- 
miné “whether any laxity in the 
enforcement of mining laws con- 
tributed to the cause of the dis- 
aster.” 

The majority’s refusal to permit

The Democrats approved all of 
the recommendations made by the 
Republicans on the Committee of 
Legislators, and in addition pro- 
posed that the positions of direc- 
tor and assistant director of the 
Mines Department be abolished. 
They would be replaced by a board 
of three “experienced mining men“ 
who would serve for staggered 
terms of six years each. At least 
one member of the board would 
be required to be a member of the 
minority party. 

The report declared that “the 
record discloses that a resident of 
Indiana was and still is a member 
of the [Illinois Mining Board.“ 
This referred to B. H. Schull. The 
report suggested that boards and 
commissions in Illinois be filled 
with Illinois residents.

“We earnestly solicit the sup- 
port of every member of the Leg- 
islature and of the chief execu- 
tive of the state of Illinois toward 
the adoption of legislation sug- 
gested herein,” the minority re- 
port concluded. “If this is ac- 
complished, it will be the nearest 
possible atonement for the indus- 
trial and political crime which oc- 
curred at Centralia.” 

Democrats who filed the report 
are: Senators Norman C. Barry, 
Chicago, and John W. Fribley, 
Pana, and Representatives Paul 
Powell, Vienna, and Carl Preihs, 
Pana. Powell is House minority 
leader.

Galewitz, vice president of the 
Clinton Paper Co., testified to the 
House committee investigating the 
paper supply situation that he 
bought 10,500 tons of newsprint 
at $82.50 a ton and resold it for 
$160 a ton. 

He said the man he. sold the 
newsprint to resold it to the Miami 
Herald for as high as $180. 

“There ig such a thing in this 
country, I hope, as decent busi- 
ness ethics,” Representative Clar- 
ence Brown (Rep.), Ohio, chair- 
man of the committee, commented. 

“You and I know,” he told Gale- 
witz, “that $160 a ton was an 
exorbitant price, far above the 
regular going pricé. 

“We think it is time the Ameri- 
can people knoW who is playing 
the game on the up and up. 

“T think you are not.” 

Galewitz explained: 

“We felt we weren't profiteer- 
ing. I believe it (the $160 resale) 
was a fair and reasonable price.” 

Galewitz said he charged a “nor- 
mal profit,” adding “a normal 
profit is whatever you can get— 
whatever the market will bear.” 

He said he sold the newsprint 
to William K. Friedman, New 
magazine publisher, and Friedman 
resold the paper to the Miami 
Herald.

TO CLARIFY ATOM POSITION 


Says Voting on a Proposed Resolution Will 
Be Pointless Unless Russia Gives Interpreta- 
tion of Its Views on Veto.

Variation in Wording. 


Andrei A, Gromyko, Soviet rep- 
resentative, supported his amend- 
ment by pointing out that Genera! 
Assembly directives to the Atomic 
Energy Commission specifically 
used the phrase: 
framework of the Security Coun- 
cil.” He agreed to accept, how- 
ever, as a substitute’ proposal, 
the small nation compromise reso- 
lution, setting forth as a “reaf- 
firmation,” the General Assembly 
instruction: 

“There shall be established with- 
in the framework of the Security 
Council, which bears the primary 
responsibility for the maintenance 
of peace and security, an inter- 
national system operating through 
special organs, which organs 
shall derive their power and 
status from the convention or 
conventions under which they are 
established.” 


Gromyko’s proposed amendment 
was stated in this language: 


“That an effective system of 
control of atomic energy must be 
international in scope and must 
ibe established by an enforceable 
multilateral convention which 
must be administered within the 
3 of the Security Coun- 
Cc * 


In the original Atomic Energy 
Commission report it is specifical- 
ly set forth that “there shall be 
no legal right, by veto or other- 
wise, whereby a willful violator of 
the terms of the treaty or conven- 
tion shall be protected from the 


‘asi consequences of violation of its 


terms.” 
U.S. Seeks Clarification. 


Acceptance of Gromyko’s amend- 
ment, or the substituted language, 
merely would defer argument on 
the issue until the foregoing clause 
is debated in the light of Russian 
revisions. Osborn’s statement 
made it clearly evident that he 
prefers clarification now of So- 
viet Union objectives. He pointed 
out that it was the unanimous 
purpose of the Commission to 
construct a treaty outlawing 
atomic weapons and promoting 
peaceful uses of the power, 


“Another committee of the Com- 
mission is engaged in attempting 
to draft the essential elements of 
a treaty in somewhat more de- 
tailed form than outlined in the 
report,” he said. He added that 
10 nations of the Commission had 
adopted the principles incorpo- 
rated in the report. In that de- 
cision, both the Soviet Union and 
Poland abstained from voting. 


“On the other hand, in these 
meetings of the Working Commit- 
tee we are continuing the discus- 
sion of principles,” Osborn con- 
tinued.’ “This discussion will be 
useful if it brings about a clearer 
understanding of these principles. 

“If, however, the discussion does 
not bring about a clearer under- 
standing, but only continues or 
enlarges the sources of misunder- 
standing, then we may find that 
these discussions in this commit- 
tee have only made it more dif- 
ficult to attain the purpose to- 
ward which we are all working. 


Misunderstandings Remain. 


“The proposed resolution does 
not of itself clear up any mis- 
understandings there may be be- 
tween us. It only repeats the 
agreement we have already ar- 
rived at in principle by the fact 
that all our governments voted 
for the General Assembly resolu- 
tion. The United States of course 
adheres to the resolution of the 
General Assembly as do all other 
nations who voted for it. It might 
be useful to reaffirm it here only 
if in reaffirming it there were 
some further clarification of its 
meanings. 


“We in the United States dele- 
gation are considering how such 
a clarification might be proposed 
at this time, for we do not find it 
in this proposed resolution, Since 
the resolution only came into our 
hands a brief time before the 
opening of this session, we would 
Uke more time to consider how it 
might be interpreted or clarified 
to the’ satisfaction of all of us.

“We therefore ask that a vote 
on this matter be delayed in the 
hopes that some means will be 
found to reach a clarity of mean- 
ing which will bring us closer to- 
gether instead of extending to a 
later date whatever may be the 
disagreement between us.” 

Gromyko Against Delay.

DONNELLY SIGNS BILL 
FOR 9-DAY BANK WEEK 


Measure Leaves Closing Op- 
tional With Institu- 
tions.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 27— 
Any bank in Missouri may close 
regularly on a week day, in addi- 
tion to Sundays and public holl- 
days, under a bill signed late yes- 
terday by Gov. Donnelly. The bill 
applies to all state banks, trust 
companies and national banks op- 
erating in Missouri. 

The measure, which becomes 
effective Sept. 10, permits a bank- 


The. board of directors may fix 
the week day for regular closing 
by passing a resolution to that 
effect and posting a notice in the 
bank. 

Banks are not required to per- 
mit access to their safe deposit 
vaults on the day designated for 
closing. The bill provides also 
that if a contract date requiring 
a payment or performanee at the 
bank, or by the bank, falls on the 
day of closing, the action may be 
taken on the succeeding business 
day. 

A companion bill signed by the 
Governor harmonizes provisions 
of the negotiable instruments law 
with the new act authorizing clos- 
ing of a bank on a week day.

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DEATH VERDICT 
ATNEWTON, ILL, 
IN WIFE MURDER 


Jury Rejects Homer Wil- 
_. son’s Contention She 
- Died by Accident in 
Barn Fire. 


NEWTON, IIL, May 27 (AP) — 
Homer (Bill) Wilson was convict- 
ed last night of murdering his 
wife and his punishment was 
fixed at death in the electric chair. 
The jury of 10 men and two wom- 
en deliberated about an hour and 
a half. 

Wilson, 29 years old, received 
the verdict impassively, : 

The body of Mrs. Lavern Wil- 
pon, 23, was found last Feb. 3 in 
the burned ruins of the Wilson 
barn on a Jasper county farm. 

Wilson asserted that the fire 
broke out while Mrs. Wilson was 
inside the barn milking cows and 


he was watering stock outside, He 
vainly attempted to rescue her, he 
said, and suffered burns which 
hospitalized him for several days. 
A charred body was later re- 
covered from the barn ruins. The 
death was at first believed due to 
the fire, but two days later Wil- 
son was charged with murder. 
The prosecution contended that 
Mrs. Wilson's death was due to 
strangulation with a rope, being 
struck on the head by a blunt in- 
strument and being stabbed in the 
throat. Parts of the body were 
reported missing. ; 
The trial started two weeks ago, 
The Wilsons, parents of an & 
month-old son, were married in 
September 1945, shortly after he 
received an Army discharge.

Costly House-Cleaning. 

Dewey said the Democratic na- 
tional administration, in seeking 
a $25,000,000 appropriation to check 
oh the loyalty of Goyernment em- 
ployes, had admitted it needed “a 
$25,000,000 spraying with DDT.” 

Dewey said the best way to keep 
Communists out of the Govern- 
ment was not to appoint them, and 
if the Democrats didn’t know how 
to do-that, the Republicans did.

CHICAGO, May 27 (AP)—Japan’

Maurice “Rocket” Richard of the

Urey makes his proposal in the 
current issue of the Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientists, out today 
Except that he declares the Ba- 
ruch plan a failure, he paraliels 
what appears to be ‘the official 
American policy as reported pre- 
viously by Alvin H. Goldstein, a 
staff correspondént of the Post- 
Dispatch in New York. On May 7 
Goldstein said Frederick H. Os- 
borne, United States representa- 
tive on the United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission, was prepar- 
ing a system of treaties to set, up 
atomic energy control with or 
without Russia. He said Osborne 
had named a committee of scien- 
tists to explore the subject with 
the approval of political and mili- 
tary advisers. 

In making his proposal, Urey 
says a limited federal union of the 
willing countries offers the only 
hope for preservation of our civili- 
zation. An all-embracing world 
government, he thinks, is now 
only a dream, capable of fulfill- 
ment only in the distant future. 

Atomic Bomb Forces Action. 

The atomic bomb has forced a 
world hovering on the brink of 
chaos either to find a means of 
controlling atomic energy or to 
abolish war, he says. The bomb. 
furthermore, has set a limit gn the 
time which is still ‘available to 
solve either of those problems. 

Russia’s i gence in refus- 
ing to the inspection which 
ig a cornerstone of the Baruch 
proposals has produced “an im- 
passe which is complete and prob- 
ably permanent, for a number of 
years at least,” he believes. 

For the same reasons that Rus- 
sia opposes the Baruch plan, the 
most important of which he thinks 
is a belief that the proposed or- 
ganization would result in eco- 
nomic and military domination of 
the Soviet Union, Dr. Urey be- 
lieves that “temporarily, at least, 
an all-embracing world govern- 
ment cannot be secured.” 

Alternatives must be considered, 
he says, and the. only one with 
any constructive possibilities for 
the future is-a federal union of as 
much of the world as possible. 
Such a union in Dr. Urey’s opin- 
fon should have a true government 


ROF. HAROLD C. UREY, the University of Chicago's Nobel 
prize-winning physicist who played a major part in the creation 
of the atomic bomb, came out today with a proposal for a limited 
federal union of all countries willing to join in a system of atomic

with taxing power and with a 
sovereignty limited to the fields 
of war, foreign affairs, and eco- 
momic transactions between th 
divisions of the union. ! 


Cites Area of Similarity. 


He believes such a union can be 
established because “there is a 
substantial area of agreement be- 
tween the western democracies. 
Their governmental! structures are 
in an overwhelming degree sim- 
flar to each other. Freedom of 
speech, of religion, the right of 
trial when accused of offenses are 
all part of the traditions of Eng- 
land, Franee, the Scandinavian 
countries, Holland, Belgium and 
Switzerland. In addition, there 
has been marked intellectual as- 
sociation between these countries 
and our own and other countries 
distributed around the globe.” 

The result of an association. of 
the western democracies, he says, 
would be an enormous unbalance 
of power, with the advantage’ on 
the side of the west. 

Jam not interested in balance 
of power, for it inevitably leads 
to war,” he says. 

“I am interested in a distant un- 
balance of power, so that the ini- 
tiative is on our side. If we had 
@ powerful federal union side by 
side with another federal union, 
such as the U.S.S.R., then ‘the 
“weaker of the two could hardly 
attack, and the stronger would 
“not need to. Some rs of peace 
might be secured during which a 
number of favorable things might 
happen.” . 

Says It Might Change Russia, 

A further advantage of a strong 
wnion of the western democracies, 
he says, would be that it would 
constitute “the best possible guar- 
antee of forcing the wave of to- 
talitarianism toward the east in 

And in the end it might 
completely change the govern- 
mental and social structure of 
Russia itself in the direction of 
human freedom.” 

Lastly, a strong democratic 
union which other countries could 
join would strengthen greatly the 
position of democratically in- 
clined peoples, he believes. 

Dr. Urey lists several objections 
to his proposal. Russia, he con- 
eedes, would not like it, but 1 
do not care whether she likes it. 
or not. A military attack on Rus- 
sia would be disastrous to this 
country, to the peoples of western 
Europe, and to Russia herself, and 
cannot be made without losing 
@ very substantial fraction of our 
individual freedom, and acquiring 
a very substantial degree of total- 
itarianism ourselves.

The proposal made here 
does have a constructive objective 
— the establishment of law and 
order in at least part of the world 
at once, and with it the possi- 
bility of extending law and order 
over the rest of the world in the 
future, It is possible that such a 
government might lead to tyranny, 
but it is necessary in this case 
to take our chances, and the price 
of freedom is vigilance.” 

Dr. Urey lists two steps to ob- 
tain adoption of the union. First, 
there must be a popular demand 
for it.

Defense of the Americas 


President Truman’s plan for inter-American 
military co-operation, Which he Ras presented to 
Congress anew a year after his original submis- 
sion of it, raised objections from the State De- 
partment last spring that its effect would tend 
to promote “totalitarianism.” Still other ques- 
tions might be raised against it. 

Will not Russia take umbrage at these prepa- 


. rations for the defense of the hemisphere from 


the Arctic Circle to Cape Horn? 
Might not the smaller republics, by depend- 


_ence on the United States for armaments, muni- 
tions and training, be made vassal states, unable 


to defend themselves without parts and muni- 
tions which they could not obtain elsewheré? 

Evidently these nations themselves are not 
alarmed by the specters of totalitarianism or 
vassalage, for the measures urged by Mr. Tru- 
man come from proposals by the five-year-old 
Inter-American Defense 
military, naval and air representatives of 21, 
American republics. As for the possibility of 
disapproval by the Soviet Union, is the opposite 
of the President’s program tenable: Failure to 
be prepared for hemisphere defense? 

The pro and con of the act may be weighed by 
still other considerations of what will happen 
unlegs it is enacted. As Sumner Welles says, the 
Latin American countries are determined to 
modernize and increase their armaménts, and if 
they cannot get the equipment and training they 
need from the United States they will get them 
from Europe, To handle these matters by volun- 
tary association within the Americas is in the 


tradition of our whole hemispheric history from 


the Monroe Doctrine onward. It is within the 
tradition also of the United Nations, whose char- 
ter provides for just such regional arrangements. 

Standardization, which is the keystone of the 
President's program, is vital in modern warfare, 
which is mechanized and global. It makes pos- 
sible the mass production required for mech&nt- 
zation. It aids logistics by reducing the volume 
of materials to be transported and stored. One 
of the reasons Japan could not achieve full 
mass production was that its machine tools came 
from the United States, Germany, Britain and 
Belgium, with differing gauges, limiting Rand. 
ardization. 

The British defeat at the first battle of El 
Alamein has been attributed to damage of radio 
parts which, being non-standard, were irreplace- 
able, resulting in loss of contact between tanks 
and commanding officers. Differences between 
British and Afmerican screw threads added at 
least $100,000,000 to the cost of the war, required 
the operation of duplicate supply depots, delayed 
the manufacture of equipment for the British 
and French, 

The importance of standardization to defense 
has long been recognized. In World War I, the 
War Industries Board, under Bernard Baruch, 
succeeded in bringing about a good deal of 
standardization. Since the end of World War II, 
Britain has been standardizing its equipment 
with the United States’s, and Canada, Australia 
and New Zealand also feel that for their defense 
they need to draw on the United States’s vast 
industrial might as they can de only through 


standardization. 


In such cases as Britain’s Whitworth screw 
thread, standardization was justified on the 
grounds of obsolescence alone. It was designed 
106 years ago and had been obsolete for 83 of 
those years, since William Sellers designed the 


. simpler thread which became the American 


standard. Standardization would be well worth 
und alone, that

wants markets, it also offers hope of trade revival to other nations.

This is a plea to make the current In- 
ternational Trade Conference in Geneva 
the real turning point of what has so far 
been a rather dismal Twentieth Century. 


First reports from Geneva are not, 
frankly, very encouraging. The stumbling 
block is fear. Dr. J. E. Holloway, head of 
the South African trade delegation, put 
it this way the other day: 


“To the United States belongs credit that 
she has not sought dominion by force of 
arms. Rather has world leadership been 
conferred on her by the march of destiny. 
She stands at the crossroads where her 
traditional antipathy to the free flow of 
international trade diverges from her new 
role as a world leader. She seems to stand 
there in vacillating acceptance of her emi- 
nent and high destiny. 


All right, if we look vacillating to you, 
let us tell you how it really is. Perhaps 
you heard Bértrand W. Gearhart of Cali- 
fornia sounding off in the House of Repre- 
sentatives not long ago about Geneva: 

„ „ Boatloads of smug diplomats, all- 
wise economists, of experts, theorists, spe- 
cialists' and whatnots, sailing gaily from 
the little. 
factory in Wichita, the little shop in Keo- 
kuk ... the rose-clad motel in Merced. .

Senators Vandenberg and Millikin, two 
responsible Republican leaders, have al- 
ready made a deal; it guarantees that pres- 
idential powers to cut tariffs up to a 50 
per cent are secure for another year.

Hold there, Economist, There have 
been oh ofl clauses of some sort in all re- 
giprocal trade agreements negotiated in 
recent years, and practically no one has 
yet proved to have been hurt. Indeed, it 
is the job and purpose of our State De- 
partment to make agreements benefiting 
all and hurting none. 


Item: Swiss Watches 


Item: Swiss watches. Back in 1936 the 
Tariff Commission reduced the rate so 
that Swiss movements began to stream 
into the United States to be encased and 
sold. The Swiss share of the United States 
watch market rose from 20 to 41 per cent. 
Tou might have expected a how! from our 
manufacturers. But their business in- 
creased too. The promotion and salesman- 
ship aroused by the new competition so 
changed the buying habits of ‘the nation 
that the market for good watches actually 
doubled between 1935 and 1941. Trade was 
freer and everybody gained. 

That illustrates what Americans believe 
will happen—intend shall happen—with the 
items for which new tariffs are presently 
being negotiated. The worst mistake, as 


a 
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Americans view it, would be to assume that 
the margins of past economic patterns 
will also be the boundaries of future de- 
signs. 

The United States, whose imports av- 
eraged about two billion dollars worth of 
goods a year in the decade before the war 


and whose exports averaged about two and 


one-half billion dollars, now contemplates 
a two-way target somewhere between 10 
and 15 billion dollars each way. United 
States farmers have been shipping three 
billion dollars worth of food, which repre- 
sents an average of $500 added to the in- 
come of every farm family, We like that 
much better than we did “plowing under.” 


What If There's a Bust? 


If the “march of destiny” has left the 
United States in a position of leadership, 
you will not find us imposing that leader- 
ship at Geneva, but rather offering it as 
a guide. The important thing, in the 
American view, is to get started in the 
right direction, and the Geneva conference 
is the place to make that start. 


You ask what will happen if there is a 
bust in the United States. Wouldn’t the 
United States stop buying from you and 
thus make you worse off than before, while 
still trying to sell to you, in effect.export- 
ing its unemployment? 

Yes, that could happen. But the United 
States knows more today about booms and 
busts than it once did. It is trying to avoid 
wild swings of inflation and deflation. 
There are few of the factors present for 
a bust of the 1929 variety. 


Certainly there are fewer chances for 
world depression if the United States con- 
tinues to import the vast amounts of raw 
materials it needs for industries and the 
Juxuries it needs for its rising standards of 
living. 


Free Choice at Geneva 


And what is the alternative to hitching 
to the American star? Why, simply a return 
to the anthills of isolated economies. North- 
west Europe. would go back to the im- 
possible rat race of trying to exist on its 
own insufficiencies. 

Most serious of all, this-anthill economics 
would inevitably intensify state manage- 
ment or ownership of industry and agri- 
culture. It also has the inescapable con- 
comitant of extreme nationalism, In such 
a world the freedom of the individual would 
be sunk and might not reassert itself for 
centuries. That is a threat of the most 
serious possible nature for our entire civ- 
ilization. 

This alternative offers the United States 
and the world only scarcity, a narrowing 
of men's minds, a curtailme® of movement 
and freedom, a turning back of the clock. 

At Geneva the people of the United 


States offer a free choice. Choose wisely.

As Confucius Put It. 


Mr. Stassen is a political leader 
and is forced to consider what ar- 
guments he can present to Con- 
gress, on which depends the suc- 
cess of any program. But there 
are some phrases that I wish could 
be avoided, one of them being 
“stop Communism.” It is, I think, 
a holdover from the recent “anti” 
attitude: “anti-Fascist,” anti- 
Nazi,” “anti-Semite,” and what not. 
Since it is my conviction that 
Communism is only the last ref- 
uge of bankruptcy and despair, I 
think that all we need to “stop 
Communism” is coherent intelle- 
gence, a warm heart, an armor of 
ethical principles, and a well- 
founded conviction among man- 
kind that we are against war. 


Combining these things may not, 
at all times, please the leaders 
of other states. But I don’t think 
that should worry us, if we are 
clear in purpose and pure in mo- 
tive. Confucius said, “A gentle- 
man has no worry and no fear. If 
he looks within himself and is 
sure he has done right, what has 
he to fear or worry about?“ 

This country is anxious only be- 
cause it isn’t sure it has done 
right. I am for “co-operating” 
with others if reason and moral- 
ity do not suggest that we are co- 
operating for something stupid or 
evil and not only Communism. 
I don't, for instance, see Com- 
munism in pulling up and dispers- 


ciples. 

Nor do I think we should accom- 
pany contributions to other coun-. 
tries with pressure for any par- 
ticular economic system, Id 
rather demand the preservation of 
human rights than no modification 
of capitalism. 

Also, I cannot bring myself to 
agree with Mr, Stassen that the 
Ruhr—whose development he cor- 
rectly puts high in priorities— 
should be left to private owner- 
ship. It seems to me that mixed 
ownership, on co-operative prin- 
ciples, would be better. The Ruhr 
—being the coal basin of Ger- 
many, France, Italy, and some of 
the smaller states — should; I 
think, be owned by condominium 
of those states. 

This should be along co-opera- 
tive principles according to the 
amount of coal each normally 
takes from the area. Private 
minority participation could be en- 
couraged, thus creating a mixed 
system—neither Socialism nor cap- 
italism, but a working co-opera- 
tive, international combination. 

If we offer freedom, human- 
ism, and enterprise a chance to 
operate for international welfare, 
I think we have nothing to fear 
from Communism.

Funeral Tomorrow for Form- 
er Vice Governor of 
Philippine Islands. 


John H. Holliday, St. Louis at- 


N torney and former Vice Governor 


of the Philippine Islands, died yes- 
terday of a heart disease in his 
apartment at the Park Plaza Ho- 
tel. He was 68 years old and had 
been ill about a week. 

Mr. Holliday was graduated from 
Harvard University in 1900 and 
from Harvard Law School in 1903. 
He practiced law here with the 
firm of Johnson and Richards un- 
til 1909, when he helped establish 
the firm of Fordyce, Holliday & 
White. 

He served a tw--year term as a 
member of the ola House of Dele- 
gates from the Twenty-eighth 
ward and was a member of the 
St. Louis Board of Election Com- 
missioners for several years. For- 
mer Gov. Henry S. Caulfield ap- 
pointed him to the Missouri Com- 
mission for the Blind. 

Following his retirement from 
the practice of law here in 1931, 
he was appointed chief of the legal 
staff of the Governor General of 
the Philippines and later became 
Vice Governor. He resigned from 
this position in 1933 and traveled 
around the world with his wife, 
the former Marjorie Plimpton 
Thornburgh. They made an ex- 
tended visit in England, where 
Mrs. Holliday’s sister, Lady Wil- 
frid Peek, lived. 

Following his return to St. 
Louis, Mr. Holliday became legal 
adviser to the Mallinckrodt Chem- 
ical Works, a position he held at 
the time of his death.

JEWISH UNDERGROUND PUTS

FRANKFURT, Germany, May 
27 (AP) — Veteran directors of 
Jewish underground migration dé- 
clared today their long-range goal 
was the transport of 1,000,000 Jews 
from Europe to Palestine, 

Resettling more than 200,000 
Jews from western Germany and 
Austria, they said, would be “only 
the beginning” in their postwar 
task of building a Jewish national 
state “which will give a sense of 
security to Jews everywhere in 
the world.” They listed these esti- 
mated Jewish populations as fu- 
ture citizen material for Pales- 
tine: Romania, 350,000 to 400,000; 
Hungary, 200,000 to 250,000; Po- 
land, 125,000 to 150,000; Bulgaria, 
43,000; Yugoslavia, 13,000. 

One Jewish official hinted that 
an agreement with Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz’s government at Bel- 
grade may soon speed the move- 
ment of Yugoslavia’s 13,000 Jews 
to the Holy nd, and perhaps 
facilitate the embarkation of 
those from other countries.

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Can You Bake a Cherry Pie?’ 


If You Can, You Have a Distinct Social Accomplishment, Says Writer 


By Hoyt Alden 


TOLD my 15-year-old daughter 
the other day that she should 
learn to bake a cherry pie. She 

looked at me as though I had 
suddenly gone daffy and disap- 
peared out the back door as 
though the Devil,.in person, were 
after her. I didn’t even get a 
chance to explain my pet theory 
that being able to construct a 
handsome and tasty pie is as im- 
portant a social accomplishment 
as playing the piano, taking a 
hand at bridge or knowing how to 
do the latest dance steps. 


Pie is an American dish and 
American women who can cook 
at all, 
field, It is their one and only 
claim to fame in the gastronomic 
arts. The male chefs who can 
beat the ladies, hands down, at 
anything from cooking meats to 
making an omelette, are out of 
the running. . So, there is no use 
for me to pretend that I am a 
le-maker. These recipes have 

n collected over a course of 20 
years, here and there, from women 
who knew how to turn them out. 
One of them, my grandmother, 
made more than 25 varieties like 
clockwork, rotating them by the 
calendar. / 

There is no use in making a 
fine, tasty filling if you don't 


know how to make decent crust. | 


A tough or soggy shell ruins the 
whole business before you start. 
So here are three simple rules 
to remember: 

1. Chilled ingredients. are es- 
sential, cold shortening and ice 
water.

As for filling, the all-time, all- 
American favorite is apple. As 
the Negro waiter said: “We have 
three kinds of ple, kivvered, half- 
kivvered and not kivvered but 
they’s al apple.“ Here is how to 
do it and you can suit yourself 


about the roof: 

Pare and slice six apples. Line 
a pie pan with your crust and 
fill with the apples. Sprinkle in 
two thirds of a cup of sugar, and 
one-fourth teaspoon of salt and 
dot with about two tablespoons of 
butter, Pour the juice of one- 
half a lemon over all and dust on 
one-fourth teaspoon of nutmeg. 
Cover with whatever crust you 
like best. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees) for 15 minutes, reduce 
“the heat to moderate (350 de- 


geres) and bake until brown. This 
makes one nine-inch pie. 

Now, to my mind, this cherry 
pie is the best deal of all: Drain 
the juice from one can of sour 


cherries and mix it with one cup 


of sugar, two and one-half table- 
spoons of flour and one-fourth 
teaspoon of salt, Cook the mix- 
ere * 5 3 until it is 
5 ne the pie pan with pas- 
try, fill with the cherries and then 
pour on the thickened juice. Dot 
with butter and cover with a top 
crust, which should be well slashed 
to allow steam to escape. Bake in 
a hot oven for ten minutes, then 
reduce the heat to moderate and 
cook for about 25 minutes longer. 
1 
HE third of the All-American 
favorites is; of course, lemon 
pie and nothing can be worse 
if you get one that has been bun- 
gled by an inept cook. However, 
it is not too difficult. It you will 
follow these directions carefully 
success will be yours. 


Cook one cup of water and one 
cup of milk together in the top 
of a double boiler until hot. Add 
oné cup of sugar, one-third cup of 
cornstarch and one-half teaspoon 
of salt that have 
Cook slowly until thickened stir- 
ring constantly. Now slowly stir 
three beaten egg yolks into the 
mixture, then the juice of two 
lemons and one tablespoon of 
grated lemon rind. Cook for a 
minute, remove from fire and add 
one tablespoon of butter. Cool. 
Pour into the pie shell, top with 
three egg whites until they hold 
up in peaks and bake in the oven 
until the peaks are brown. It's 
the last word. 

For apple and cherry pies the 

regulation pastry is the best, but 
a good shell for lemon pie is 
made this way: : 
Take one and one-half cups of 
fine crumbs of graham crackers, 
vanilla wafers, plain chocolate 
cookies or cereal flakes, Mix the 
crumbs with one-fourth cup of 
sugar and stir in one-half cup of 
melted butter. Press it firmly into 
place in the pie pan, so that it 
looks like a regular crust. Chill 
for 20 minutes and fill.

Let's see what is the matter 
with her.

What is it that prevents people 
from being successful socially? 
Dr. John J. B. Morgan, professor 
of psychology at Northwestern 
University who died recently, list- 
ed the following as barriers to 
popularity: 

1. Ego-centricity; that is, being 
self-centered, “all wrapped up In 
yourself.” 


2. Selfish exploitation of other 
people; trying to get the best of 
them; using them for your own 
advantage; always having an ul- 
terior motive in your friendships.

4. Being self-conscious and mak - 
ing other people uncomfortable by 
your blunders of speech or action. 
To be more exact, they are not 

uncomfortable over your blunders,

All of these barriers which Pro- 
fessor Morgan enumerates can 
really be reduced to one. 


It is this: Selfishness is the 
real barrier to popularity. 


‘In the light of this principle, 
let's scrutinize Miss P.'s behavior 
a little more closely. Her con- 
versation is devoted almost wholly 
to herself. She is always fishing 
for compliments. She continually 
criticizes herself in the hope that 
someone will tell her it isn’t ne- 
cessary. She is incessantly applo- 
gizing for the way she. looks 
she didn't have time to dress, she 
can't do a thing with her hair, she 
can’t find any shoes that fit her, 
and so on. 


Her acquaintances are much 
more „ interested in themselves 
than they are in her. Why doesn't 
she play up to this fact and get 
them to talk about themselves? 

Questions and Answers. 

Q. If a couple find they can’t 
get along harmoniously together, 
is it better to stay together merely 
for the sake of the children? 

A. That's a fake question—like 
asking, “What happens when an 
irresistible brunette meets an im- 
movable bachelor?”

HEN A NOTE goes home 

from school stating that a 

child’s posture is poor, it 
usually is poor indeed. There are 
so many children whose posture 
makes the physical-training teach- 
er tear his hair that only the 
worst are called to their parents’ 
attention. 

When the child stands so that 
his back is hollow, his abdomen 
pushed forward, his shoulders 
drooped, don’t stop to find exer- 
cises for his correction but take 
him speedily to the best medical 
man within reach and have him 
examined. For this, the special- 
ist is needed and he can usually 
be found in association with a 
good hospital. 

The slight defects that are ha- 
bits of carelessness can be attend- 
ed to the physical-training 
teacher and the parents of the 
pupil, One of the best exercises 
ever discovered for poor posture 
that ¥s the result of bad habits of 
standing, sitting, awlking and 
the like, is the simple one of car- 
rying a light book on the head. 
Make sure the book is light, as 
weight on the head is likely to 
bow it and there is no benefit 
from that, A phamphlet is good. 
Let the pupil walk about the 
room attending to his occupations, 
carrying the light weight on his 
head. When he can walk, march, 
dance and keep the book in its 
place, put an apple on his head 
and let him carry that. Finally, 
use an orange. When a pupil can 

ead and 
go about the room, walk, march 
and dance and keep it in place, 
he will have trained himself to 
the finest posture possible. 

Posture is highly important to 
health. When the chest is in its 
place, the lungs act freely and 
that means wonders in the health 
of the child. 

This is why the physical train- 
ing teacher sends home that plain- 
tive note.

Navy Veteran New Denver Mayor 
35, Victor Over Man Who Held Office for 24 Years 


Quigg Newton,

DENVER, May 27. 

HE last thing young Quigg 

Newton expected or wanted, 

when he came home from a 
four-year hitch in the Navy as a 
lieutenant-commander, was a pub- 
lic career. All he wished was to 
resume his interrupted career in 
law and business. 

But first the University of Den- 
ver drafted him as chairman of its 
board of trustees, as new blood to 
get ready for its expansion pro- 
gram. including a campaign to 
raise $2,000,000 as the first quota 
of a proposed $15,000,000 endow- 
This campaign was suc- 
cessfully concluded a few months 
ago. Plans for a great new civic 
university are on the drawing- 
boards. Newton didn’t do it all, by 
any means, but it helped, to have 
him where he was. 

Then arose talk of Newton for 
mayor, Aged Benjamin F, Staple- 
ton, 77, had ruled in the mayor’s 
office for 24 years, a benevolent 
and somewhat passive dictator 
under Denver's charter which 
gives the mayor more power than 
any other municipal officer in the 
United States, especially as Den- 
ver has a combined city-county 
government. 

No great scandals have ever 
been charged against the Staple- 
ton administration. But the toll 
of civic irritations and resent- 
ments against growing fuddi-dud- 
diness, at alleged small ineffi- 
ciencies, favors to friends, and 
passivity in face of public needs, 
had grown. Even so, there were 
few folk in town who thought the 
aged Mayor too weak to re-elect 
himself or elect a successor, if he 
chose to retire. 

Then Publisher Palmer Hoyt of 
the Denver Post and Editor Jack 
Foster of the Rocky Mountain 
News began to talk up Newton, 
al 1 to talk to Newton. The 35- 
year-old Navy veteran was genu- 
inely reluctant to run. Finally he 
consented to make the race. 

People had already begun to 
feel that perhaps it was possible 
to ypset the administration and 
sweep old practices out of the 
city-county building. Then they 
caught the Newton fever. His 
support—Newton himself would 
rate as a Republican of the young- 
er and more progressive stripe, 
somewhat on the order, including 
his family background, of the 
Lodges of Massachusetts—runs

This is the more amazing when 
you consider the opposition—first 
“Mayor Ben” himself, conservative 
Democrat, still strong with many 
of Denver’s best people and with 
at least the remnants of a power- 
ful machine behind him; then 
Thomas J. Morrissey, skilled and 
able politician, who quit the office 
of United States District Attorney 
to make the race andgpulled most 
of the Democratic organization 
Stapleton didn’t have. 


Lastly there was District Judge 
William A. Black, put forward by 
the conservative Republicans, 


widely known, especially for his 
work with boys, in behalf of com-

North made the fancy bid of 
two clubs to announce a hand 
fairly strong in honor-tricks, and 
at the same time to discourage @ 
club lead against what might turn 
out to be a no trump contract 
by himself or partner. The only 
good alternative was to jump to 
two no trump, and North did not 
like that action without any honor 
in the club suit. 

West opened the diamond jack. 


Declarer, seeing the danger of a 


club shift if East could get on 
lead quickly, put up the diamond 
ace. This was an excellent start, 
but South soon faltered. He 
cashed the heart ace, led a trump 
to the queen, cashed the heart 
king, discarding a club, then led 
the heart jack through East, and 
when the latter failed to cover 
(for the best of all reasons), dis- 
carded the six of diamonds from 
the closed hand! 

To repeat, declarer’s play of the 
diamond ace was vital, but after 
that he should have been a little 
more careful! It was right to 
cash the heart king and to lead 
the heart jack through East, but 
it was very wrong to discard one 
diamond and one club on these 
tricks. The contract would have 
been made if South had discarded 
either two clubs or two diamonds, 
In the first case West would win 
the heart trick and his side would 
later take one club and one dia- 
mond; with the second method of 
discarding, since South now would 
he out of diamonds, East could 
not be put on lead for the club 
return, so declarer could draw 
trumps at his leisure and discard 
a club on dummy’s established 
heart ten.

time of year. It spares that 
precious sugar for food preserva- 
tion time. Pecan pie is one of 
the richest of all desserts and one 
of the most delicious. Be wise 
and serve it in small wedges and 
the small pieces will satisfy folks 
with ordinary caloric needs. Of 
course, if appetites call for more, 
the second wedges should be really 
small. The trick of gently press- 
ing the pecan halves into unbaked 
crust not only gives the pecans a 
delicious flavor but the nuts seem 


to aid crust in baking well and. 


thoroughly before the filling has 
had a chance to liquefy and pen 
trate the erust. Cool this pie 
thoroughly before serving. 
Pecan Pie. 

Plain pastry for single crust, 
one cup pecan halves, thrée table- 
spoons butter, softened, one-half 


‘cup sugar, three eggs, two table- 


spoons flour, one cup corn syrup, 
light or dark, two and one-half 
one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. 

Roll pastry out and line a nine- 
inch pie plate. Gently press pe- 
cans over bottom and sides of 
pastry. Cream butter, add the 
sugar and blend well, then add 
eggs one at a time and beat hard 
until ‘fluffy. Stir in the flour un- 
til well blended, then stir in syrup, 
lemon juice and salt. Turn into 
pie shell and quickly spread out 
evenly, Bake in,a hot oven (425 
degrees) for ten to twelvé minutes 
or until crust is delicately brown-_ 
ed, then reduce heat to 350 de- 
grees (moderate) and bake about 
30 minutés longer. Remove to 
cake rack to cool. May be served 
with whipped cream. Makes seven 
to nine servings. .

U. S. ADVANCE PARTY CONFERS 


WITH GREEKS ON NEEDED AID 


‘ATHENS, May 27 (AP)—United 
States military men conferred 
with government leaders yester- 
day on Greek army needs to be 
met with part of the $300,000,000 
American aid, while press dis- 
patches told of violent new battles 
between government troops and 
guerrillas in the north. 

Col. Charles Lehner, head of the 
six-man advance unit from the 
United States Army which will 
handle military aspects of the aid 
program, held a round of confer- 
ences with Gen. Constantine Ven- 
tiris, chief of the general staff, 
and others. 

Athens newspapers said the 
bodies of 45 guerrillas were strewn 
over the slopes of 7000-foot Mount 
Vermion, in Macedonia, after a 
‘battle with Greek mountain units.
